Mow, 
juxt you look about vow, and tell me whit you 
think of (lie atate, first of ike labour-market, 
and then of properly generally through- 
out the country. 1 don't take any 
credit for telling yem the plain 
truth ; h doesn't take a conjuror to nee that, 
without confidence, capital will be ahy and the 
call for labour snmll. But t do want you lo eet 
your faces against men who tell lie* and mislead 
the people to serve their own private ends. It'-a 
insulting to be told in the Speech that the state 
of fhe colony is 14 satisfactory," and in the 
Address that it'e '* encouraging." Do you 
know anybody that's either eatisticd ot encour- 
aged with what he sees round him ! Why, 
even Noodle and Itoodle, that supported the 
Address in the Council, could find no better 
reisons than the low price of produce and the 
general stagnation or trade. Working folk* 
lire Winning to open their eyei, t 
can tell you, and to think of their 
prospects even worse, perhaps, than they ever 
need do in a country like this. Only the 
weak before law there was above a thousand 
pounds drawn out of the Savings' Bank, by 
labouring men, who were going to carry their 
little saving* Lo England. They said they 
thought the beet days of the colony were over, 
and lliM wage* wsuld come down with a run. 
And in a sense they were right— but tliey 
needn't have cut and run for all that. Our new 
l'lrliament is sure to nuke a mesa of it— that's 
clear enough. Half of 'em don't care what 
becomes of the country, if they ran only pirk 
lip something for themselves in the scramble : 
and even if they did care, it would be of 
lifile use : for they know no more about leivj 
or UovernKicnt than & kungarao does of clear* 
starching, Hut legielation can't do everything, 
and it cs.n'1 undo every thing. The grata would 
gruw, and flocks and herds multiply, if all die 
Assembly ■verematksmert. Trusts agrealcountrY. 
however we may waste our chances of becoming 
a great nation. And let Ministers and majorities 
do tlieir worst, you and 1 will never see the 
average of labour-wages in tNew South Wales 
dawn as low as it is in Mngland. l ather talked 
at one time of coming out hoTe along with me, 
fur times were had, find he thought they'd gat 
work. But grandmother fthe was a rare Itibla- 
schuLir, reef her soul ! ) she looks up 
from her knitting ; Don't do it, John, 
1) * the — '■ dwell in the land, and 
verily thou tiliaJt be fed." And that's 
what I'd *„y to any working man here with a 
sit ml pair of arms, that lias no special call lo 
the old country. Only a gtwil lot of us maat 
leave Sydney and go further a- field foT work. 
And then those that stay will have their 
[oJgings cheaper (for house rent must come 
down; and those that go will lestd a healthy 
country life and have good wage* and good 
rations as shepherds, or stoik-men, or farm 
labourers. We shan't be as well off as we 
were lately, nor a? well off aa we should have 
been if the Government, had been honest and 
the electors wise— but things are never 10 bad 
that use need despair of making them better. 
And now, 1 want to have a few word* with you 
about oar precious Assembly, and the way they 
arc liluly to go on. 

In the first place, look out for jobs. There's 
a handsome sprinkling of chaps in the House 
that go in only for what they can gel— a place, 
or > slice of a contract, or member*' pay -.if 
they can only get it . for talking nonsense and 
hindering business. We'd a specimen at 
starting, when Cowper tried to make a snug 
berth for the Chairman of Committees , and got 
beaten for hi* pains. I tell you, half the fel- 
lows that were flaming patriota six weaka ago 
are just nibbling and dodging about on the 
floor of the House like mice picking up oromba. 
Thtae chaps will be wasteful enough of the 
public money, because they've nothing of their 
own to lose ; and so there'll be a rare chance 
for the Government if they want to run the 
country into debt. And, of course, these loose 
hands will get pay or promise*, and 
so Ministers will seem a deal itroager 
than they are. But there's very little 
nr.ion or system among the liberal 
majority that we hear so much about Juil 
look at the divuions there have been already, 
all any-how or no-how. It's only when there's 
some mischief to he done that they'll he all in 
n aloty. Ministers will agree to anything they 
think will be popular, whether tight or wrong. 
But what I want you lo see— for u'a downright 
ttue, whether wo see it or not— is this, that 
with our present suffrage a thing may be very 
popular, and yet very mischievous to the peo- 
ple. Giving a man a vote doesn't given him 
brains. When there's a qualification, you may 
count on the electors mostly being tuit-JLi- 
gent men. A man who has prudence and 
ntiuciple enough to work steadily, to live 
decently, and to save, deserves a vote— and he 
fit in it as d matter of course, In a country 
like this, he's a very poor stick if he's not up 
to the mark by tbe time he's flt'e- and -twenty. 
Hut make every man a voter that's good for 
nothing else — bring the suffrage dawn to all 
the rowdies and loafers that hang about the 
skirts of big towns, and you go far to swamp 
the good sense of the country ; you damage 
every class of the community, and, above all, 
the class of industrious, intelligent walking 
men. I shall have more to say about this when 
we come to Cowper'a new Council Bill ; but 
whit we've got to just now is tbe question 
of "popular measures." I say again, 
that the measures which would be mast 
popular just now If we counted noses, and 
which tbe maj only of our members are pledged 
to go in for in some shape or other, will only 
make bad worse. 

Look at poor John Chinaman, for instance, 
tverj one knows it would be " popular " just 
now to send every blessed pig-tail out of the 
country. And yet it's owing to these fa-tenant 
(u they are called by those wha 
maltreat them at Lambing Flat) that 
our gold prodoction baa been advancing while 
everything else has been going back. England 
goes to war with China, and foo.es the Emperor 
to let his aubjecthavc free entrance to the British 
dominions, New South Wales is all agog 



(or shutting them out ! We want more police 
at the diggings — wo have a troublesome, rest- 
less llritish population* there who coat the 
country a deal of expense ; but its popular " 
the gold duties, and to get rid of the 
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and give

Again, to no the land question. It is a 
"popular" scheme just now to try and force 
on agriculture at the cspense of the squatter*. 
Anil yet already there are hundreds nf farmers 
now in the heal situations wha can hardy make 
both ends meet. There's the UIiwbjtii district, 
Irvcl and easily worked, with a deep rich soil 
that will grow anything. There, are scores of men 
there who hare bought their farms oot and out ; 
have gut tlieir buildings and fences all 
ship shape, emtt yet ait cither insolvent or juat 
struggling on by consuming their own produce. 
One of 'em thai I know well sent a calf 1* 
Sydney t'other day, and a prime one, too. 
Well, after be d paid freight and commission 
and what not, he found ho d cleared just Tour- 
pence-lmlfpcnny. Says he, "I'll eat the seal 
at homo." Mind, 1 don't want ta set any body 
against farming; it's a finu thing where there's 
plenty of labour and a good market. But it 
tonal grow gradually and naturally, as popula- 
tion gels larger and carriage easier— you can't 
force it, do what you will. 

And talking of population, that brings me to 
anulher "popular" Lotion that has done 
a deal of harm already, and will do more, 
Thfrc'e a prejudice among working men — Dot 
among the best of us, of course, but among the 
mass who let a few noisy blockheads lead 'em 
by the nose — that immigration does harm. 
New. once before 1 showed you what a blunder 
this was, and how as a matter ol Tact the 
labourer had always been best off whom im- 
migration went on fastest. But take it another 
w ay. Suppose an ablebodied man of three and 
twenty landed here, trained to same labour or 
traft. What has it ros( to make hint what be 
ii? You muat reckon up the eipense with 
compound interest of feeding and clothing him 
from the day of his birth till be could keen 
himself— you must allow for his schooling, 
such at it was, whether more or less, 
and for any teaching he has had to Jji 
him for his own particular work. There are 
other allowances to be made, but 1 won't 
trouble you with 'em. 1 say, treating a man as 
no better than a working machine — looking at 
bim as n Yankee nigger-jockey would— such a 
workman as he stands, can'tbe worth less than 
two hundred pounds, over and above his pass- 
age money, to the country he cornea to, Of 
course, that's a low view to take of a fellow 
man and a fellow Christian. Hut what's the 
papular view? The view on which our 
Government have been acting, to the great loss 
and hindrance of our colony ? Why, that such 
3 workman is worth less than nothing— at alt 
events north less than his passage money. 1 sec 
lie folks in Victoria are beginning io open 
their eyes on this point, and mean to restore 
immigrttion as fast aa they can. But we're 
all behind, like a cow'* tail. So much for 
" popular" legislation, and the good it's likely 
lo do us. 

Well, I think I've written enough for one 
spell : and I'm getting cross, as 1 always do 
when I think what the state of the colony is, 
and what it might have been if jobbers and 
agitators would have let ue alone. I shall have 
a word with you before long about the elective 
Council, and Charley Cowper's dodge. Till 
then.

We hare no doubt that every intelligent 
reader must have already concluded that toull 
Mocha and bards cannot yield remuneration for 
the attention they would require, and the tacri- 
ticci they would amnion, Nor can they be 
created in a day. We need hirdly remind them, 
althotifih thin is apparently forgotten. Hut flock, 
tnd herd* are not like brick i to be multiplied 
*i pleasure ; that their in cream it a question 
of lime, at tfjeir breed, and, therefore, their 
value, ii dependent upon their management. 

It will not he possible for any larae number 
of the people to follow pastoral porauits at once. 
Whatever lair may be passed In reference to the 
land, pastoral sateen must depend upon the 
economy of labour, upon the means of supplying 
stations with stores, and the opportunities 
for eipanaion. No sensible man need be told 
that to send down s shepherd with hii hundred 
head of sheep in the interior, and to 
(ell him to wait with patience until 
be shall be able to live upon their increase 
would be merely a mocker]'. One great ob- 
jection to some of the changes proposed by the 
Land Bill is, that the system ef large cattle 
farms will he destroyed, and that the insecurity 
of capital must prevent that can and expense 
by which the rattle of commerce are preserved 
from deterioration. It it notoriously true that 
the mere crossing of t run. injures the cattle, 
arid that if otaAc is at all frequent the 
loo is enormous. If, then, t number 
or small owners are always after their 
stock tuul contesting proprietorship: if the 
cattle be onset tied from day to day try separa- 
tion and impounding!, they toon beconw worth- 
iest. It is not known to the intrina-afane- 
keeper in George street that dlstuibed cattle 
start efT anil run miles without stopping, terri- 
fying each other, often not recovering for 
sa entire tanson the effect of t tingle stampede. 
It is adrrwrtheleea, true, and is a simple fact 
which aflects the fate of pastoral pursuits 
in the Interior of this country. The 
question is not whether ptoperty shall be trans- 
ferred from one hand to another, 
but whether it shall be destroyed. It doei not 
follow that if we efface Ihs present pastoral 

K stern another will rise in its stead We be- 
ve that the cattle farm cannot exist unless an 
cielusiv* property in it can be maintained and 
introtion averted. It is a question of free 
grata, with worthless cattle ; or of exclusive 
possession, and the splendid stock which tup. 
P U» us with abundant animal food, and sut- 
taisi, in various forms, the commerce of the 
country. 

But it is impossible that the advantages 
which tie now enjoyed by the existing pastoral 
interest maybe more widely djflfceed, and that 
every colonist who has £10 to spare may shire 
in pea to ral adeem ure. 

Our correspondent, being thoroughly qualified 
to pronounce a decisive opinion, hat re.com- 
mended the following plans:— 1st, That in the 
land measure now before the House every 
advantage which is conferred upon individual 
ten* nip of the Crown thai I bt made acces- 
sible to any number of perioot who 
may associate for pastoral enterprise. 2. That 
a company, oe there may be fifty, 
should lie formed for the pastoral occu- 
pttion of Crown lands , That not leit than 
iSO.OOO ia shares of £10 etch, be the capital 
of the company. That the management of the 
company be by diiectora, chosen ia theiuuei way. 
The advantage of this association ate manifold. 
The small capitalist would be eaabled to invert 
Oi favourably as the largest. The Interest or 
til parties would be equally protected by a 
directory chosen by the ihareholder*. Em- 
ptojiiB their own capital would enable the com - 
ptny not only 1o purchase (heir stores at the | 



but they would also be free from the isle real 
and eemmistioa chart-ed by the merchants to 
the tattlers, which amounts tn about fourteen 
Ft cent per annum. The persons 
employed by the company would commonly he 
thsreholders, thus giving a jruartnLee to the 
company in the interest they would naturally 
feel in its majiigertient. The proipect of suc- 
coa is not dependent upon conjdeture, hut 
upon known farti, universally recognised, of 
vrliicli our exports arc abundant proof). 

It will tjuip, bt- sees that every terram nuld. 
ai -well as every mcclianir, might, have a 
shire in the pastoral ivcullti of the ccntibtrr. 
Thiih wliilc tt;C various clbtsfstj 
who have (teen set against each 
otbet, would be . -tisiLdc of common hlerest, 
ihe pastonl produce of the colony would bd 
prtscn edfioin dctcriorition. wlieiher in quality 
or quantity. 

A company so formed and managed by per- 
sons having experience tnd skill, would olfer a 
sore investment ; but nothing can be more 
illusive than the plans of many of our neigh- 
bours, nbo, without any k&uu L'dg-e whatever of 
(lock, meiin to quit their tildes, and book on 
to fortune with a aheliherifs crook. 

An enample full of warning recently came to 
our knowledge. A tradesmen, who had realised 
a few thousands of pound*, abandoned * pro. 
filable trade and jwirchaied a Htatloit, pirtty on 
credit. Being ignorant of its management, 
every thing went wrong, and the itate of his 
affairs excited him tlmoit to nudaatss. Unnbie 
to face Ihe riifrkullitt before him, lis told a 
portion of the stock and handed the proceeds 
to bis wife. Bhortly afterwards, he disappeared, 
leaving ber with a targe family, and hie never 
since been heard of, Thus comfort and 
effluence were sacrificed, and the substance bit 
for the shidtiw. We may state si a pleasing 
example of integrity, that the good woman 
instantly banded over the large sum of money 
she had received from her husband, the 
morigsgee. and left herself entirely destitute : 
and we add, with equal pleasure, that the 
morigsgee made her a present of £100 with 
which she has established a dairy, somewhere 
about Newtown, and begun the world anew. 
More than one lea son may be learned from this 
fact. 



Ii will still be some time apparently be fore we see 
what ere the practical workings of the new Land 
Bill in Queensland. The (Sovernmant is going 
very leisurely to work. A few of the agricul- 
tural reserves have been marked out, and sur- 
veyor* are advertised for to subdivide them into 
sections. The Government would have pro- 
bably hurried itself a little more, and got one of 
the reiervee, or a little piece of each, mirreyed 
ind brought into themirkel had there been any 
pressing necessity. But there are fewer than 
thirty thousand people in the colony, most of 
them fully engaged in pastoral or commercitl 
occupations | very few are disposed to follow the 
plough, and fewer still have much surplus capi- 
tal to indulge in eatansive land specitlatiom. 
The latter business in fact is mare carried 
on by Sydney capitalists than by local residents. 
The demand the Government ' has to meet is 
than present.

selectors, for whom the bill provides, are rather 
in }■-■> than in «». They tre not in the 
rolony now ; but it is hoped that they will be 
before long. Mr. JonuAs's mission to Eng- 
land is expected to prove more or less effective, 
and shiploads of farmers are looked for in con- 
sequence. If the Government has land ready 
for the first lot on arrival, it will answer all 
purposes. 

The surveys of the retetves which ire to be 
carried out in Queensland form a satisfactory 
reply to the isitrtiong frequently mad* la the 
late Parliament, that in that colony selection 
prior to lorvey wn authorised. Mr. Hobisi- 
soh particularly distinguiahod himself by the 
positiVenesa witi which be made this assertion, 
and, by to doing, imposed upon many who 
were loo ignorant or too indolent to inform 
themselves, The wording of the Act is suffi- 
ciently explicit, for it requires every selector to 
point out on the official nun the piece of land 
he takes up— a condition which obviously im 
plies prior survey. And the course pursued by 
the Qovernment shows the construction they 
put upon their own taw. No intimation hat 
been given that the reserves already proclaimed 
are open at once to selection ; on the contrary, 
Ihe first step taken it to have the land surveyed 
preparatory to selection. Nothing, therefore, 
could be more false than to represent Queens- 
land as having set the example of selection be- 
rare survey, But the utterance of the falsehood 
answered Its purpose at the time, and it will 
not require less effrontery to deny now that it 
ever was tittered. 

We leam from our Brisbane correspondent 
that at some resent electjoeB the cry of selec- 
tion before purvey hat been raised even in 
Queensland, though it has not found favour 
with the sensible portion of the colonists. 
Than always will be hot-beaded persons in 
erery community, ready for any rashness, and 
whose furious advocacy it in proportion 
to the narrowness of their understandings and 
their defective acquaintance with public attain. 
But the interests of Queensland are « obvious, 
that it is impossible for any but the most pig- 
headed to fail to we them. The chief cause of 
its present prosperity Is thit it offers a land of 
refuge to the squatters driven or thmtentd to 
be driven from Victoria and New Bouth Walei, 
though this enforced exile ia more the result of 
the triumph of popular revenge than of the pro- 
gress of settlement If Queensland were to 
imitate tht bad example thus act, it would pert 
at once with all it* own special attractions, and 
force back the tide of prosperity that is selling 
in towards its shores. Almost every steamer 
takes to Brisbane some squatter from the South 
in search af a run, either because he has made 
up hit mind at once to migrate, or because he 
wants to prepare a home in reserve against the 
day when he will he worried, out of his present 
holding, It it the interest of Queensland to 
foster to the utmost thit immigration of 
capital, experience, and stock, what 
cheap land it supposed to be to the farmer, 
what a new rush it to the gold-digger, 
that in equitable and guaranteed leasehold 
tenure is to the squatter an irresistible attrac- 
tion- The squatters will be sure to give a pre- 
fer pore to a colony where they can enjoy an 
undisturbed tenure of their runs it a fixed 
rental, Queensland offers thit at present, and 
by to doing it a strong contrast to New South 
Wain and Victoria. That difference it daily 
(Simulating its adnncemeflt. To cancel that 
difference would be to arreat that advance- 
ment. For Queensland to hold its own in tUU 
respect it is not necessary to outbid the other 
colonies by offering any extra or specially 
favourable conditions to squatters. There is no 
need to coddle or pet the pastoral interest, or to 
grant it any immunity (rom the public burdens 
or any permission to stand in the 
way of the permanent settlement of (he country. 
All that is requited it fixity of tenure for the 
term of the lease, exemption from arbitrary 
Assessment and from incessant persecution by

Ifevertliecry of free teleclton 
becomes popular in Queensland, it will be Ihs 
bait of the Government, and tre should hops 
that the experience of this colony would act as 
a sufficient warning against any such negligence. 
If plenty of g»od kind in the best eiiaatlont it 
always kept in the market, so that all small 
rapitatisis who want a farm can get one without 
difficulty, tht ic will be no demand ruisedto despoil 
the frju utters, or to irileifere needlessly mlh 
tlitir occupation. It will not rerjuiro en 
immense amount of foresight or energy on the 
pail of the Government alnajs to have agricul- 
lurnl tcserres in the right places. If they 
natth the development of the cottntrr, and 
attend to Ihe applications made for land, they 
will be able lo judge pretty accurately where 
reterves are wanted, and where they would be 
premature. And they have the local Tress and 
the l'arliinient to give thorn hints. They frill, 
doubtless, be kept up te their duly m this 
respect, or if they should be wanting, they will 
Mum be displaced to make way for others 
more prompt to meet the requirements 
of the people. We noticed wiih regret some 
complaints that the reserves bad not aU 
been judiciously marked out — that poop 
land bad been selected and good adjacent land 
neglected, hut we presume Mint these com- 

J taints must have been suggested, for Mr. 
■ •in. ix asserted that having personally 
visited all the reserves he could speak positively 
as to the fact of their hat ing been wolf Felected. 
It would be madness on the part of the Qovern- 
ment as well as criminalto make had selections, 
or attempt to put off the small farmers with any- 
thing worse than the best land that is to be had. 
Such a course would only provoke a powerful 
reaction. It is the interest of all parties to sea 
full justice it dene to (he intentions and spirit 
of the Land Bill, and thit the agricultural re- 
serves offer to the former everything he can 
juiilj- claim. If that is done, no anti-pastoral 
etusade will ever he initiated. Wa might have 
escaped the disaster in tbi* colony if the land 
lawt had been vigorously and impartially ad- 
ministered. Queensland may take advantage 
of our experience and escape our misfortunes.
